Bucks County — one of Pennsylvania’s first 
three counties — was created in 1682 when William 
Penn and his followers arrived from England to 
occupy a tract of land given Penn by King Char­ 
les II. The grant was to become Pennsylvania. 
Today — at the outset of 1965 — Bucks County 
has gone a long, long way in progress during those 
283 years. 


In the days of William Penn, the Lenni Lenape 
Indians manufactured axes with stone heads, carv­ 


ed dugout canoes and made plows from animal 
bones. 
Industrial Boom 


Today, Bucks County boasts the 
sprawling 
U.S. Steel Corporation’s Fairless Works for the 
production of steel ingots. When the late Benjamin 
Fairless dug a spade into the farmland southeast 
of Morrisville on March I, 1951, he began an in­ 
dustrial boom in Bucks County. 


Indeed, the bulk of Bucks County’s industry is 
in Lower Bucks. Much of it is in heavy metals and 
chemicals and with big plants the likes of Rohm 


& Haas Co. and Minnesota, Mining and Manufact­ 
uring Co. 


Progress Keynote 
Progress has been the keynote in Bucks Coun­ 
ty, not only in industry, but in the fields of educa­ 
tion, 
religion, 
government, 
business, 
banking, 
transportation and even in sports and entertain­ 
ment. 


Fifteen years ago there were 58,307 persons 
employed in the county. The 1960 census showed the 
figure had risen to 110,249. 


Twenty years ago there were 281 industrial 


plants in Bucks County. There were 512 by 1961 
and still more moving into the county. 


118.6 Pct. Increase 


In 1950 there were 47,126 automobiles registered 
in the county. Ten years later it jumped to 103,- 
012 for an increase of 118.6 per cent. 


The early settlers from Sweden, Finland, Hol­ 
land and England in the 1600s went to the woods to 
obtain their food.

Bensalem Township supervis­ 
ors last night approved a zon­ 
ing change to permit construc­ 
tion of a SIO million shopping 
mall in the Trevose area. 


The mall, to be completely 
air-conditioned, will be built by 
Korman Realty, Inc., an affili­ 
ate of Hyman Korman, 
Inc., 
which also has plans for two 
housing developments’ in 
t h e 
township. One will contain 320 
homes and a shopping center 
while the other will comprise a 
total of 500 acres of homesites. 


Zoning was changed from R-l 
residential and C-eommercial to 
highway commercial on the 109- 
acre tract on Route I at Bristol 
Road, just north of the State 
Police Barracks and the Penn­ 
sylvania Turnpike Interchange.

No date was announced 
for 
start of construction but it was 
learned the company hopes to 
have the mall completed before 
it starts work on 
a 
500-acre 
housing development

As outlined by Frank Elliott, 
vice president of the Korman 
firm, the mall, which he de- J 
scribed as a 
major 
regional 
shopping center, will contain at 
least 
two

stores along with specialty and 
variety stores and a food m ar­ 
ket. 
Compared To Cherry Hill 


Elliott compared the center 
to the Cherry Hill Mall in New 


Jersey and predicted the town­ 
ship would gain $250,000 annual­ 
ly in local tax revenues. 


Elliott said a constant tem­ 
perature of 70 degrees would be 
maintained in the mall which 
would provide parking for 8,000 
cars. About 860.000 square feet 


of retail space will be provided 
in the mall. The department 
stores, one to contain 200.000 
square feet and the second 180.. 
OOO. will be built in two stories 
as the first stage of the mall. 
A third department store con­ 
taining 120.000 square feet may 


be added later, Elliott said. 
Murray G. Isard, president of 
Korman Realty, Inc. told the 
supervisors plans for the mall 
culminate three years of market 
research and negotiations with 
national retailers. 
Isard said highway improve­ 


ments scheduled for the area 
would provide an underpass at 
Route I with an access road 
serving the mall. He said an 
overpass at Bristol Road is also 
contemplated. Because of the 
improvements, local traffic is 
not expected to be affected

Hold on to your hats — or 
better, hold on to your snow 
tires — for the word from the 
Trenton Weather Bureau is that 
Lower Bucks is in for another 
weekend of snow. 


However, the weatherman off­ 
ers no prediction about accumu­ 
lation. All he’s saying is that 
light snow is expected tomor­ 
row night and early Sunday. 


If it does come down this will 
be the fifth straight weekend of 
snow and the 10th straight of 
precipitation. S e e m s like it 
ought to be a record, but there’s 
no way of checking since the 
weather 
bureau 
doesn’t keep 
statistics of that kind. 


Snow or not, it will be a cold 
weekend with temperatures in 
the 20s.

For eight minutes he stood 
and watched the flag - draped 
and candle-lit coffin of the man 
who helped him launch from 
these shores history’s greatest 
invasion — the D-Day landings 
on a June morning more than 
20 years ago. 


The man Churchill i*ad called 
“Ike” then turned, spoke brief­ 
ly to his American Embassy 
guides and slowly, head bowed, 
walked out into the soft rain 
darkening the London sky.
